LARA COMMENTS ON VARIOUS ASPECTS OF NATIONAL SITUATION 


Maputo NOTICIAS in Portuguese 11, 12 Nov 80

[Excerpts] Today the Angolan people are celebrating the fifth anniversary of 
their national independence, won after more than 10 years of arduous armed 
struggle against Portuguese colonialism. 


When the late President Antonio Agostinho Neto proclaimed independence in Luanda 
on 11 November 1975, the city found itself threatened, on the north and on the 
south, by the combined forces of the army of Zaire and the puppet FNLA group, 
South African troops which had moved into the country and Jonas Savimbi's UNITA 
[National Union for the [fotal Independence of Angola]. 


The development of events, however, led to the failure of all of the maneuvers and 
the efforts of the international imperialists, through their domestic and foreign 
agents, to prevent the consolidation in Angola of a regime truly representing the 
popular will. Beginning in 1975, the MPLA, which later became the MPLA-Labor 
Party, consolidated its regime throughout the national territory, gradually 
neutralized the threat of the FNLA and UNITA puppet groups, and established the 
foundations for the development of the process of building a socialist society in 
Angola. 


In honor of this anniversary of Angolan independence, we are publishing an inter- 
view granted to a special NOTICIAS correspondent who was in the RPA [People's 
Republic of Angola] by Lucio Lara. Due to its length, we have divided the report 
of the interview into two parts. In the first, which we offer our readers today, 
the Angolan leader describes the political process which led to the conversion of 
the MPLA into the MPLA-Labor Party, and the difficulties and achievements ex- 
perienced since then. 





Lucio Lara needs no introduction. He is identified with the history of the armed 
struggle of the Angolan people against colonial domination and with the process 
leading toward the construction of socialism undertaken by the People's Republic of 
Angola under the leadership of the MPLA-Labor Party. 

















Lucio Lara: You are certainly not unaware that, in an experience similar to that 
of the FRELIMO, in fact, the MPLA has become a party. We believe that this change, 
basically, was one effected in the process of the national ‘\iberation struggle. 


The results were really important in developing class consciousness. Thus when we 
went to the congress, the conditions for the creation of a Marxist-Leninist party 
were established for us. The party was formed by the decision of the congress, 

the MPLA established itself as the Labor Party, and we, like you, continue to use 
the MPLA name for historical reasons. But the basic problem remained--implementing 
this decision in practice, truly establishing the party, and thus being transformed 
from a movement, we would say almost a front, into a vanguard party. We chose a 
process, a methodology, which we call “purification.” ‘ve could have called it 
something else, but we call it purification because of the simple fact that it is 
an effort to purify the MPLA, defining which of its elements meet the minimal 
statutory requirements for being party members. 


Many officials were subjected to this purification, many were harshly criticized, 
many failed to become party members and were simply accepted as supporté rs--some 
neither as candidates nor members, the two categories we have in the party. 


NOTICIAS: This also happened with officials who were already members of the MPLA? 


Lucio Lara: Yes. Not perhaps on the highest leadership level, but this happened 
with a good sany on the middle leadership level. 


Moreover, at this time we feel quite enriched by this purification process. It 

has been going on for almost 2 years and is almost complete, in the sense that 
merely the purification of those who are actually members of the MPLA is involved. 
We are not yet at the stage of accepting new members in the party. Moreover, there 
is great pressure and great interest on the part of the working masses in joining 
the party, but as they were not in the MPLA before, we have not yet reached this 
stage. We have made use of our own experience since the purification period began, 
during which, on the basis of the cells, party committees at ths work sites and 
sector committees have been organized. The provincial and municipal committees 
were created from the top down, obviously. It could not have been otherwise. And 
the members of these committees were appointed by the Central Committee, after 
screening and selection from among the best militants. This really provided our 
organization with extensive experience, and on the basis of it we have been pro- 
ceeding to draft the necessary regulations, from the operational regulations for 
the base organizations to those concerning the application of sanctions. We are 
also in the stage of regulating the future acceptance of members. 


Acceptance of Members 
NOTICIAS: And when will this phase begin? 


Lucio Lara: After the congress. We cannot begin earlier in order to avoid a 
certain haste, a certain opportunism which always exists at these solemn moments 
for a party. With the congress, well, there are many people who . . . in a word, 
we do not want to do this. We want to officially close the campaign of purifica- 
tion, probably in October, when we will make the final assessment precisely in 














order to submit an accounting to the special congress, and after the congress 

the cells themselves will begin to be the motive force for recruiting and en- 
listing the new members and for consciousness-raising. Some of them have already 
made suggestions and are exerting considerable pressure, but we have always tabled 
these until this selection of former members of the MPLA has been completed, Today 
we have about 20,000 party members, for we have selected from among the former 

MPLA members a little over 20,000. Some 6,000-plus more were designated during 

the purification process for the youth movement. They will not join the party but 
it was decided they are qualified to serve in the youth section, since our youth is 
party youth. This is not however a mass organization properly speaking, but party 
youth with rather clear party characteristics: a party regerve. 


This does not mean that the youth sector will have only these 6,000 members, it 
will have much more. These are only those resulting from the purification process 
for the former members of the MPLA. 


In the organizational sector, there was not--and there is not yet, to be truthful 
--a profound awareness of the basic organizational role in controlling the economy 
of the enterprise, in controlliny the life of the state. This experience is still 
very weak, just incipient, but this concern is truly beginning to exist. This 
year the party is making rather profound surveys of the base organizations, the 
cells, to be precise, to see how the cell pursues its internal life, on the one 
hand, and on the other, how it checks on and works for an increase in production, 
the organization of the work, the improvement of the national economic system, the 
organization of the state, etc. 


Pessimistic Conclusions 


We reached somewhat pessimistic conclusions, we could say. Not exactly pessimistic, 
perhaps, but we d'd not find great work on a scientific ‘evel. There is still a 
lack of awareness. And then we decided to launch an immediate campaign to raise 
the consciousness of the base organizations. We did this beginning last year, 
when we started to hold regular provincial meetings of all the cells, represented 
by their coordinators, to study the general functioning of the cells on the 
provincial level. Then corrdinators were elected in all the provinces, on the 
basis of a certain criterion, for a national gathering. We have already held two 
national gatherings of this type, which yielded excellent results. Today, without 
a doubt, there is a very great advance in the awareness the cells are gaining of 
their true role. The cells should not be simply a political tool for the theoret- 
ical discussion of problems, but an element in tne life of the nation, useful to 
the life of the people, devoting attention to the entire complex of economic and 
social problems in their work. 





Relations Between Cells and Trade Union Commissions 


NOTICIAS: One question: How are the party structures related with the trade 
union commissions on the level of the work site? 


Lucio Lara: Every cell or party committee in the production units where there are 
various cells is obviously in working contact with the trade union commissions. 
These contacts are not truly organic, it cannot be said that they are organic. 
Generally speaking--this was a finding of ours, although not always true--the trade 





union commissions always have a good proportion of party members. Obviously, we 
have issued instructions to the effect that it is better to elect party members, 
but this was not compulsory if there were workers who were not party members but 
whom the working masses regarded as meeting the requirewents for carrying out 
trade union obligations. This happens, and there sre trade union commission 
members who are not party members. But in a general way, there are party members 
in all the trade union commissions, and it is through them that the contacts for 
the coordination of a given action in a production unit are established. This 
coordination exists, but it is really weak. We would say that there is not yet a 
total awareness of the strength this coordination can have, and we can go much 
farther in this regard. For example, in combating the local consumption phenom- 
enon, one we see in some sizable enterprises, a legacy from that very difficult 
transition era through which we lived, when the factories were abandoned, and the 
workers did the best they could, appointing their workers’ commissions, and in a 
general way mainly for lack of knowledge of how an enterprise is managed, they 
divided the products of the enterprise among themselves, paid themselves their 
wages, etc. If the enterprise produced certain goods in short supply, and there 
were none on the market, the workers believed that since they produced them they 
therefore had a priority right to these industrial goods. This happened for 
example with beer, mattresses, cigarettes, etc. This type of attitude, which we 
call local consumptiou, took root in certain enterprises and still survives today. 


NOTICIAS: Is it a rather general phenomenon? 


Lucio Lara: It is not very general, fortunately. But we would say that it still 
affects our production tremendously, because it is found in some truly major 
enterprises. We can point to some 30 enterprises in which this is seen today, and 
this poses the problem for us of how to combat this local consumption. Obviously 
here, if there were good collaboration between the party bodies and the trade- 
union bodies, they could even aid the party leadership and the government to wage 
this battle. But this awareness does not yet exist to a very great extent. And 
there are other phenomena inherent in our movement which prevent a very timely 
attack on these problems, not to mention others. For the truth is that given the 
high cost of living existing in the country, the lack of consumer goods, etc, 

this is what we still consider normal in this stage. There are very serious 
phenomena involving speculation, for the battle against which the state apparatus 
does not yet have adequate tools. And who is the direct victim of such specula- 
tion? The worker himself. And the worker defends himself, naturally. Until we 
succeed in organizing our own forces in his defense, to defend the workers in this 
respect, we cannot be surprised when insofar as possible the worker defends him- 
self. Until we have approached this complex of problems and resolved them as they 
must be resolved, a frontal battle against local consumption will be very diffi- 
cult. But we can wage--and we are already pursuing this path--a political battle 
against this phenomenon, precisely through the political and trade-union 
organizations in the production unit.

[Excerpts] NOTICIAS: Can you analyze the problem of speculation such as to 
relate it to the continued control of certain economic sectors by private 
anterests, which may constitute the embryo of a domestic bourgeoisie? Do you 














believe that thie poses 4 serious political threat, and that there is concerted 
action against the revolutionary process in Angola’? 


Lueio Lara: There are two aspects here, two angles from which we can analyse 
this problem. The firet involves the departure of the Portuguese, abandoning 
everything and their mase exodua--I believe that you had this same phenomenon in 
Mozambique, although persape not with the same intensity as we saw it when they 
departed, 


‘ander the Portuguese colonial system the private busineseman was the real motive 
ioree for everything. It was they who made their private plans, for there waa no 
national plan. A given private busineseman engaged in the purchase and sale of 
dried fish, and in addition to that he supplied himself with needles, buttons, 
kerosene lanterns and lamps, and it was he who established his own circuit, he who 
engaged in hie own imports and determined his own exports, in coordination Later 
with colonial organizations--wnions, etc. Overnight, the distribution system 
disappeared, and it had to be taken over by the state, which was incapable of it, 
even in terme of personnel. The management of stores is a delicate matter which 
requires great experience, and in our almost 5 years of independence we have not 
yet acquired the necessary commercial experience. Our trade officials have not 
yet gained this experience, and some who inherited it have not yet acquired a 
view adapted to today's Angolan state, to the Angolan revolutionary state. 


Absurd Importe 


To understand this it suffices to note that many imports we are still making today 
are entirely absurd things in relation to our society. Sometimes articles we have 
imported, ordered by some official of ours, arrive here and we are amazed and 
wonder for whom these articles were imported. Sometimes it is not even for the 
petty urban bourgeoisie, more likely for a emall and very privileged group within 
that bourgeoisie. 


This phenomenon still exists, and the state apparatus is not yet experienced 
enough to be avle to stop it immediately. This will be the product of great 
experience which must be acquired, and which we are in any case acquiring~--the 
problems are being discussed, pointed out, criticized, and we are seeking to 
correct them insofar as is possible. But it is obvious that the apparatus is 
large, and a correction is made here but there are two or three other instances 
there offsetting all this correction. 


Moreover, the small businessman is also in a certain way vital, because he aids 
us considerably in the distribution of goods. The stores we have created are not 
enough, the management of these stores is not satisfactory, and therefore this 
becomes a necessity. 


Tendency to Become Bourgeois 


This is one aspect of the problem, but there is another. There are parts and 
strata of our people which naturally have a tendency to become bourgeois. Con- 
eciously or unconsciously, this is their tendency. For example the produce 
peddler, certain fellow-—countrymen who did business abroad during the war and 
have returned to the country tod:,, but do not understand clearly what the country 








ia today, what the philosophy of the country is, and in an innocent but 
obviously bourgeois fashion, want adamantly to establish a shop and exploit the 
customer, the consumer, to the maximum, This has happened on a larger scale than 
we believed it could. And we do not have sufficient supervisory bodies, that is 
an objective reality. 


All of thie leads to very substantial illegal trade, quite threatening and highly 
apeculative=-we would even say shamefully speculative and extending to the point 

of robbery. And thie phenomenon, we reiterate, is not generalized today, but 

there are centers of bourgeois profiteers, and not only in Luanda, of individuals 
who are now beginning to have political attitudes, beginning to feel that the party 
does not accept them. We even know of some who want to organize in associations, 
in cooperatives, There is this phenomenon, which | regard as absolutely natural 
too, and the party ie vigilant, is aware, although perhaps it cannot alwaye act 
with the necessary speed. 


We Are at War 


We have very complex problems, which have as their basic origin the war we are 

actually waging. We are living under a wartime regime, although it does not seem 
so. One cannot feel it in Luanda, but we are truly at war. For thie war we gust 
pursue, the state is prepared to spend perhaps more than 50 percent of its budget. 


The Bureaucratic State 


There is the bureaucracy, our own bureaucracy. We have not succeeded, for 
example, in destroying the bureaucratic state of the colonial era. We have not 
succeeded, and we say that this is a point of reference for the revolution itself. 
The bureaucratic state which we inherited still remains, with all its waste and 
all ite preconceptions, with the threat it constantly poses to a revolutionary 
state which seeks to be dynamic and with an immediate capacity to deal with this 
or that situation and is incompatible with those long and conservative procedures 
of the bureaucratic funmctionary. 


NOTICIAS: Can you describe this type of phenomenon in ideological terms? To what 
point is there evidence of the spirit of the colonial official, bureaucracy, in- 
competence, and on the other hand, irresponsibility and contempt for the property 
of the people, and what is the MPLA-Labor Party, as the leading political force, 
doing to put an end to this type of situation? 


Lucio Lara: A moment ago I spoke of the participation of the base organizations 
in this whole process. I believe that I made it clear that in a first phase, the 
base organizations were more concerned with themselves, with their own organiza- 
tion and functioning, and not with the influence they must have on that which 
surrounds them, on their labor sites, the neighborhoods, the society immediately 
around them. 


This awareness is just emerging today. It is obvious that the battle against 
these erroneous or outdated tendencies, the ideological battle, is being waged 
constantly, but it has still been waged in perhaps a somewhat theoretical fashion. 
It has been reflected more precisely in the denunciation of bureaucracy, the 
vices and tolerance of the petit bourgeois, the petty ambitions of the petit 




















bourgeois which become great ambitions, of the weight which the petit bourgeois 
etill has in our country even on the party level. 


Denunciation Le Not Enough 


Thie denunciation is pursued constantly, but it is not enough. Words do not 
auffice, What te necessary really te a gore efficient, more direct battle, and 
thie battle can only be waged by the celle, by the base organizations. It has to 
be carried out by means of denunciation and sanctions. 


In thie regard, we can say that we have already won some victories, that we have 
already achieved something. Certain work sectors are not only detecting the 
errore and petit bourgeois vices but are combating them directly. It ie a 
beginning, we would say, with the support of the party leadership iteelf--a short 
time ago we held a special session of the Central Committee to focus on the 
economic probleme of the country. The analysis made was already excellent, and 
some important directives were sent to the base organizations. 


Party Membere and Bureaucracy 


There is still an important group at the base~--not a majority because we have 
taken care to control it--of party members linked with the administration and 
therefore with the bureaucracy. It is an important sector, without a doubt, in 
which there are excellent militants, but there are aleo many opportuniste. 


We have still not freed ourselves totally of many problems, some inherited from 
the colonial era, others inherent in the very society in which we life. Manifesta- 
tions of a regionalist nature, of a tribal nature, and even racial preconceptions, 
have not disappeared from our society. Opportunies, rivalry for appointments, 

the tolerance characteristic of the petit bourgeoisie--these are still evident in 
our society. 


Since the final days of leadership by President Agostinho Neto, our party has 
devoted great concern to these manifestations, which we regard as absolutely 
natural. 


We deal with this question naturally, from the point of view that these are 
phenomena in the class struggle, phenomena which there is no way we can root out 
or regard as rooted out. They are normal phenomena in the class struggle, and it 
is necessary to find the proper means for combating then. 


If it were possible to remove certain comrades, particularly the revolutionary 
intellectuals who are within the struggle--they are not supporting the struggle 
but within it, they live in it, breathe it--of the practical tasks they need to 
carry out, we could perhaps deal with the problem of the class struggle in our 
country in a @ore correct and theoretical fashion. This is not possible at this 
time, nor has it been possible. There is a specific effort, our Central Committee 
has instructed the Political Bureau to focus seriously on the problem, there is 
already a first study, a first approach to the problem of the class struggle, of 
the social structure of our country, which will in the future be submitted for 
discussion and criticism by various sectors. 














The Language Problem 


There is 4 problem which we are evaluating theoretically first of all, and which 
will certainly help to make language more precise. This is also 4 very important 
problem in the leadership of a party such ae ours, the problem of language. 


There are leaders, for example, who have not yet had an opportunity to study all 
the theories, or all the basic elements in Marxist-Leniniet theory, who are shall 
we say inherently and even sometimes intuitively Marxist-Leninist. Their 
ideological attitudes are reflected in persistent actions which are generally 
correct in practice, but when it comes to theory there ise vacillation, and we can 
even sometimes say deviation. I would place these “deviations” in quotation marke, 
they are deviations of language often rather than of concept. Even in issuing 
orders many of our leaders, naturally, because they (id sot have an opportunity 
to have the normal training, sometimes interchange thie or that term which, on the 
qeeee Eaaepte in which certain theoreticians iike to engage, seem to be a 

t on. 


Judging by Actions 
None of thie hae to do with our real, concrete situation. 


Our people, in the vast majority, are illiterate, or have not gone beyond the 
fourth grade. Others never had an opportunity even to learn to read, and the 
great mijority do not speak Portuguese. The people express these things in 
Portuguese, and in the national languages, the Marxist vocabulary does not yet 
have enough meaning to be used properly, and we sometimes see that in order to 
translate three words of Portuguese the interpreter must cast about and sometimes 
turn to 4 national saying to express the concept. This is the objective reality 
we face, and therefore the theoreticians must be very careful in their analysis, 
in classification. 


There are for this reason these language deviations. But this does not mean 

that there are no real deviations: there are. We are experiencing the problem of 
asserting a given ideology, which not all the people accept, and which many 

people embrace out of sympathy for the MPLA--perhaps ite banner or perhaps certain 
leaders. But when the orientation of the MPLA began to be perceived, many people 
adopted a negative attitu.., they did not have the courage to say no, but they 
sabotaged the decisions in one way or another. 


We have therefore this battle, which is a normal one. We are not worried, but we 
are persuaded that it is a very serious battle, the more so since we are living 
under heavy foreign pressure. Just a short time ago the Americans again con- 
templated a possible intervention in Angola. We see this pressure and we see the 
pressure from Savimbi, that freak of nature whom South Africa succeeded in 
hoisting to a position from which he could go to the United States and England to 
seek support, to the point that there was a candidate for the American presidency 
who did not hesitate to state publicly that he is prepared to support the puppets 
against the Angolan regime. This was a candidate who was a film actor, Reagan: 
he says it plainly and does not conceal it. 








We suffer from thie weight of very violent foreign aggression on all sides, I! 
will mot hide the fact that we are etill being infiltrated from two neighboring 
countries, Il was in Moxico a few days ago, and there were infiltrations all along 
the eastern frontier. And we continue to think about what is happening and what 
thie may mean. 


We sense again 4 very aggressive attitude on the part of the international 
imperialists against Angola, Thies ie related to other phenomena of an international 
nature, such a8 the problems of Iran and Afghanistan, to the fact that we have 
excellent relations with the USSR and we have Soviet advisers helping to build our 
army, to the fact that we have on our territory the Cuban revolutionary army. 

These are guns which we do not conceal, and they will be there so long as the 
danger of total aggression from South Africa existe. 


NOTICIAS: Another question: After the death of President Antonio Agostinho Neto, 
& tremendous movement was seen in certain sectors, with speculation about the 
division which it was said would inevitably develop on the level of the leadership 
structures of the MPLA-Labor Party themselves. Can you analyze the situation in 
this regard? 


Lucio Lara: We can state that on the level of our party leadership, there are 
no problems, except for the probleme resulting from a broad leadership in any 
party. It is obvious that with the death of President Neto, the imperialists 
immediately sought to derive benefit. Moreover, the resurgence of Savimbi is 
related to this. 


But | believe that the calm and reflective way in which the Central Committee of 
the party found a new president, without any problem, was obvious to everyone. 
Really without any problem. Obviously this gave rise, before and after, to much 
epeculation. Fortunately we moved rapidly, there were no major difficulties, and 
this surprised all our enemies. 


As to the factionalist phenomenon, I know a bit about the life of other parties 
like ours, and there is none--I can state this categorically--which has not from 
time to time had its factional phenomena. None! The firmest communist parties 
even suffer this from time to time. 


We in the MPLA have suffered, not often but sometimes more violently, from the 
factional phenomenon, because of the objective factors with which we have been 
faced. 


Ic ie natural that this or that militant, this or that official, will have a 
different concept of how our advance toward socialism should proceed. These are 
discussions which occur from time to time, and it is necessary to establish the 
right decision. We say that it is necessary for the party to speak with a single 
voice. This is obvious, but it is not easy. 


| would anewer, show me 4 party, 4 single one, which does not have these phenom 
ena. They are natural, they are phenomena of the class struggle and particularly 
of a class struggle in which a Marxist-Leninist party develops to guide the 
process. 
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NOTICIAS: Therefore the clase struggle, the ideological struggle, also occurs 
within the party iteelf? 


Lucio Lara: Necessarily! Our party ie 4 young party, with an organization which 
hae chosen the ideology of the proletariat. 


NOTICAS: A last question. Do you believe that the factors you analyzed, domestic 
or foreign, working against the process of socialist change in Angola can in over~ 
all terms thwart this process? 


Lucio Lara: No. I have had the privilege of visiting all parte of the country, 
even the most remote. There are harsh and fierce criticisms. But this criticiem 
in which our people are engaging and which is really very rich comes about within 
the spirit of combat, of confidence. It is not and never was defeatist criticien. 
And thus, when our people criticize, they want us to give them hoes and weapons, 
whatever is lacking to achieve what they have always dreamed of as the goa)s of 
the MPLA. Moreover there is nothing better for a leader than to go to these 
places, to make contact with the base levels of our people, to hear, to discuss, 
to be criticized, to accept criticiem and to try to use this to correct what is 
wrong. This is what gives our revolution the greatest optimism and confidence: 
it is an indestructible revolution. The revolution is indestructible, and the 
process of socialist transformation in Angola is irreversible. 
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PORT UNLOADING FACILITIES INADEQUATE-~-Table mountain and the city lights early yes- 
terday were a welcome sight for the Indonesian crew of the partly laden grain carrier, 
Gurami, which had to come to the City essentially for food and fuel after three 
months on the Angolan coast with a grain cargo from Thailand.

AHMAD NASIR DISCUSSES SOVIETS, SOMALIS, ERITREAN UNITY 
Kuwait AL-QABAS in Arabic 17 Oct 80 p 2 


[Article: “Im Press Conference After Meeting With Minister of State, Ahmad Nasir: 
We Are Trying to Change Soviet Position vis-a-vis Eritrean Iseue; Somali Facili- 
ties for United States Will Strengthen Russia's Support for Ethiopia") 


[Text] ‘Abd=-al-‘Agiz Husayn, the minister of state for cabinet affairs, received 
yesterday morning Ahmad Nasir, the chairman of the ELF [Eritrean Liberation Front) 
Revolutionary Council and Executive Committee, who was accompanied by ‘Abdallah 
Idris Muhammad, the ELF Executive Committee member, and ‘Ali Salih Muhammad, the 
ELF representative in Kuwait. 


The minister of state has said that the general situation in Eritrea and the efforts 
being exerted to unite the revolution ranks, considering that unity is an essential 
and fundamental step for the revolution's triumph, were reviewed at the meet ing. 


The minister also said that Nasir explained to him during the meeting the full 
situation on the Eritrean arena and the revolution's readiness to negotiate with 
Ethiopia without any prior conditions in order to achieve independence. 


The minister added that Nasir also explained the importance of the Eritrean people's 
steadfastness and firmness in the face of the threats and dangers surrounding 
then. 


Press Conference 


On the other hand, Ahmad Nasir has underlined the ELF's eagerness to form a united 
command, a single army and a single organization, to unite all the Eritrean fact ions 
and to realize unity of opinion. Nasir has also denied that he has held any direct 
meeting with Osman Saleh Sabbe. 


The Revolutionary Council chairman, speaking at a press conference held yest erday 
morning at the Hilton Hotel, also pointed out that the Soviet Union's posit ion 
toward the Eritrean issue is wrong and that the Soviet Union advances vast military 
aid to Ethiopia which uses this aid against the Eritrean revolution. 


Nasir also asserted that there are Soviet and Cuban experts in the Ethipian army 
but denied the presence of armed Soviet units inside Eritrea. 
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Nasir further said: We are ‘rying to change the position of the Soviets and of the 
Cubans inetead of launching propaganda attacks against them. 


He also denied the reports about past Soviet aid for the Eritrean revolution, 
saying: Since the inception of the revolution in 1961, they have not aseteted us 
with a single bopeck or a single bullet. Their sole positive stance was their 
support for Eritrea's independence when the Eritrean issue was discussed at the 
United Nations in 1948, 


Somali Facilities in Berbera Port 


Anuwering a question on Somalia's granting of military facilities to the Americans 
in Berbera port, Nasir said: There is no doubt that the Somalis are free to es- 
tablish the relations they want. If giving facilities is positive for them, we 
view it as negative for us because Ethiopia will continue to demand, under the 
pretext of these facilities, more and more sophisticated weapons from the Soviets. 
However, the Somali position is normal because Somalia has found itself compelled 
to resort to any strong country to confront an enemy supported by a major power 
and given all the military capabilities. 


Negotiation With Ethiopia 


Nasir also expressed the ELF's readiness to negotiate with Ethiopia on Eritrea's 
independence through a united delegation representing all the Eritrean fact ions. 


He has said: The Sudanese have informed us recently that Ethiopia has agreed to 
negotiate with the Eritreans without prior conditions. We are ready to respond to 
this initiative. However, if the Ethiopians think of liquidating our cause 
militarily, they are deluded because the revolution's military position is very 
good and is developing constantly. Moreover, the revolution has realized political 
victories that have noticeably beset the Ethiopians who are now on the defensive 

in this regard. These successes and victories add to our revolution's strength 
and continuity. 


The ELF revolutionary Council chairman asserted that the relations existing between 
the Eritrean revolution and Sudan are normal and denied that these relations have 
been affected negatively by the visit of Mengistu, the chairman of the military 
council ruling Ethiopia, to Sudan last May. 


Nasir further said: The ELF welcomes Arab aid but rejects any conditional aid. 
As for the need for unity which is pointed to us during our visits to the Arab 
states, we consider this reference a service for Eritrea and not a condition im- 
posed on it. We also consider this reference an expression of feelings that show 
their concern for the revolution and their eagerness for the revolution to achieve 


its goals of independence. 
Praise for Kuwaiti Position 


In his press conference, Nasir lauded the stances of Kuwait's amir, government and 
people. He also said that his visit to Kuwait has come within a tour he is making 
to a number of Arab countries in anticipation of future possibilities.

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CAUSES OF RIFT BETWEEN ERITREAN LIBERATION FACTIONS DISCUSSED

Poses Threat of Civil War; Eritrean Liberation Front Representative in Kuwait: We 
Have Fought Popular Front to Safeguard Our Strategic Positions; We Are Ready for 
Dialogue and for Unity; Clashes Will not Divert Our Attention From Liberation; 
Representative of Popular Front for Liberation of Eritrea in Kuwait: Clashes 
Stopped With Beginning of October; Commitment to non-Presence of Third Force on 
Eritrean Arena") 


[Text] In the past 3 months, the Eritrean arena has witnessed armed clashes be- 
tween the forces of the ELF [Eritrean Liberation Front] and of the PFLE [Popular 
Front for the Liberation of Eritrea). Some of the clashes have been violent, and 
have posed the threat of a civil war similar to the war that erupted in 1972 and 
continued until 1975. AL-QABAS has interviewed the representatives of both fronts 
in Kuwait to shed light on the causes and factors of these clashes out of the need 
to exert efforts to contain the clashes and to preserve the unity of the Eritrean 
revolution in the face of the Ethiopian forces. 


Whereas ‘Ali Muhammad Salih, the ELF representative in Kuwait, has confirmed that 
his front's forces have engaged in combat against the PFLE factions because the 
latter tried to undermine the rear lines and the strategic position of the ELF 
which form a vital supply artery for the ELF forces in the advance positions and 
whereas he has noted that the PFLE forces have also (compromised) the ELF positions 
at a time when the front asserts that no single grain of sand will be relinquished, 
‘Umar Bashir, the PFLE representative, has noted that the ELF has failed to fulfill 
its commitment to establish joint military coordination and has withdrawn some 

of its forces from the PFLE positions. He has also said that the ELF has mili- 
tarily liquidated the Tigre Liberation Front and opened, at the same time, dialoque 
with Saleh Osman Sabbe when the October agreement concluded between the representa- 
tives of the two fronts stipulates that no third force exists on the Eritrean arena. 
Following is the tert of the interview with the two fronts [sic]. 


The ELF has revealed for the first time that violent fighting has broken out be- 


tween its forces--the Eritrean Liberation Army--and factions of the PFLE in a 
serious development in the rift between the Eritrean revolution factions. 
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"Ald Muhammad Salih, the ELF Kuwait office director, has said that the rear lines 
and the strategic rear positions of the ELF have been subjected to an extensive 
attack by the PFLE forces. 


The ELF forces have confronted this attack which is actually posing the threat of 
a civil war for which the Eritrean people will pay a high price. The ELF office 
director has also revealed that the ELF is holding contacts with the other Eritrean 
parties to unite the efforts and to channel them toward the common enemy, Ethiopia. 


Salih has also pointed out that since the 1970 rift, the ELF has been trying to 
contain this rift and has been seeking unity on the Eritrean arena but that the 
circumstances have not helped these efforts achieve success. 


Salih has also said: Out of its faith in the unity of the Eritrean arena, the 
ELF is still seeking to achieve unity among the Eritrean revolution factions. In 
affirmation of these intentions, the ELF concluded with the PFLE in 1977 an agree- 
ment known as the 20 October agreement. As a result of this agreement, the Joint 
Political Command was formed to crystallize the provisions of the agreement. In 
fact, various political, military and information committees were formed but be- 
cause of the lack of response on the part of the PFLE, these committees have not 
been able to carry out their tasks. The PFLE has also refused to attend the meet- 
ing of the Joint Political Command and has failed to take part in the meetings of 
the popular »rganizations (formed of both fronts) and has rejected military co- 
ordination. 


Matters have not stopped with this negative attitude, which the ELF has tried to 
eliminate, but have gone to the point of harassing the ELF forces. Scattered 
clashes have taken place on the northern coast and in some other areas between the 
Eritrean Liberation Army on the one hand and the PFLE and the Tigre Liberation 
Front forces on the other. 


The ELF has exerted efforts to contain the incidents. At the Political Command 
meeting on 15 April, a decision was taken to stop the clashes between the two 
sides and to form a committee to investigate their causes. 


Large-Scale Attack 
The director of the ELF office in Kuwait added: 


Last August, the PFLE exerted concerted and ceaseless propaganda efforts to distort 
the ELF positions and to accuse the latter of betraying the cause and of being 
opposed to unity. We were surprised by this concerted propaganda campaign. How- 
ever, the campaign's goal became clear when the PFLE launched a large-scale attack 
on the strategic positions of the ELF's rear lines with the aim of occupying these 
positions and expelling the ELF forces from then. 


The PFLE goal became yet more evident when this front tried to change the character 
of the limited local clashes and to transform the confrontation into a crushing 
civil war that harms the Eritrean cause at a time when Ethiopia is mobilizing all 
its resources and its military forces to strike the Eritrean revolution factions. 
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Our positions in (Adubha, Zara, Shar'it, Diba and Wakr) were subjected to a broad 
and comprehensive attack by the PFLE forces, in cooperation with the (Ethiopian) 
Tigre Liberation Front. 


In the face of this comprehensive attack, the ELF had no recourse but to resort to 
patience and to endeavors to contain the situation. But the ELF found itself 
facing premeditated attempts aimed at liquidating it--attempts for whose im- 
plementation all the military resources of the other two fronts had been mobilized. 


So the ELF confronted the attack to defend its gains and its strategic positions 
which form ite rear lines and its support in its confrontation against the Ethiopian 
forces on the frontlines. Had these positions fallen, their fall would have meant 


liquidating the ELF militarily by encircling the frontline forces of the Eritrean 
Liberation Army. 


Setback for Unity Efforts 


The ELF office director has also said: The ELF considers this development which 
has been imposed by the PFLE forces a serious setback for the unity efforts and 
an open backing down on the agreements existing between the two organizat ions-- 
agreements that stipulate that arms may not be resorted to in settling differences. 


He added: We ask the PFLE to abide by all the concluded agreements because only 
the Ethiopian enemy will benefit from this attrition which obstructs the Eritrean 
resources for confronting this enemy. 


Even though the ELF forces and strategic pos‘tions have been harassed, we declare 
anew our abidance by the principle of unity and we warn of the dangers of the 
eruption of a civil war between the two organizations and of the impact of such a 
war on the basic national cause, the cause of liberation. 


On the other hand, the director of the ELF office in Kuwait has revealed that the 
ELF is holding dialoque with Eritrean parties to urge them to join the unity 
march and that meetings and discussions are being held with these parties with the 
aim of including them in the Eritrean effort and in mobilizing the resources for 
the united action to liberate Eritrea. 


Ethiopian Concentrations 


On another development, ‘Ali Muhammad Salih, the office director, has said that 
the Ethiopians are amassing their forces in the various frontline positions with 
the aim of regaining some strategic locations, such as the area of (Quhayin) which 
the ELF captured after fierce fighting during which the front seized a number of 
Ethiopian enemy tanks and vehicles end a large quantity of weapons and ammunition, 
and the areas of (Adibrah and Tamrat) which the front regained after fierce fight- 
ing against the Ethiopian forces. 
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Non-Monopolizat.ion of Dialoque 


"Ali Muhammad Salih has described the reports speaking of the presence of an 
agreement between the ELF and the Ethiopian enemy to grant Ethiopia self-rule 

as fabricated and groundless reports aimed at distorting the positions of the ELF 
which has declared repeatedly that there is no alternative to the full liberation 
of the Eritrean soil and to imposing complete and undiminished national sovereignty 
over it. 


The front also asserted before and is reasserting now that it will not monopolize 
any negotiation or dialogue with the Ethiopian regime. Should any initiative be 
made for talks with the Ethiopian enemy to enable us to realize our national goals, 
the ELF will not respond to such an initiative without the participation of all 
the Eritrean factions. 


‘Umar Bashir, the director of the PFLE office in Kuwait, has stated that the 
armed clashes between the front's factions and the ELF forces stopped as of the 
beginning of this month as a result of the contacts made with the ELF and of the 
demand that it stop the clashes that serve the Ethiopian enemy. 


Bashir has provided a glimpse of these differences, pointing out that this glimpse 
may explain the background of the clashes that took place recently. 


Bashir told al-Qabas: The Eritrean arena witnessed a civil war that lasted 3 
years, from 1972 to 1975. The ELF declared this war to liquidate the PFLE forces. 


Dialogue Committee 


Even though all our appeals for putting an end to this war were met with rejection, 
it was evident that this war was causing a bloody drain to the revolution. The 
result was that the Eritrean masses moved and exerted their pressures which bore 
fruit in putting an end to the war. A dialogue committee was then formed of both 
sides and succeeded in realizing a large degree of rapprochement. However, the 
ELF blocked the dialogue until convocation of the second national congress in 1975. 


After this congress, the ELF resumed the dialogue with Osman Saleh Sabbe on the 
grounds that he represents the Popular Liberation Forces (the external mission) 
as a substitute for the dialogue with the combatants. 


Ignoring PFLE 


The ELF persisted in its dialogue with Osman Saleh Sabbe which produced the 1976 
Kha,'toum agreement. 


This agreement could not realize the Eritrean aspirations for unity despite its 
reference to the need to hold a unification couference between the two organiza- 
tions. This is because Osman Saleh Sabbe represents neither the revolution nor 
the Popular Liberation Forces. 
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Thie is why the PYLE demanded that the EL? engage in dialogue with it. However, 
the ELF persisted in ite dialogue with Sabbe and supported his faction's presence 
in Evitres by facilitating thie faction's entry through the Kasala road which is 
controlled by the ELF. As a result of this cooperation, a joint delegation was 
formed and visited a number of Arab estates in 1976, 


October 1978 Agreement 


Bashir added: Thies agreement collapsed quickly, the two sides [ELF and Sabbe) 
clashed in 1977 and the ELF liquidated the Sabbe group. After thie development, 
concerted meetings were held between the PYLE and the ELF. As a result, an agree- 
ment wae concluded in Khartoum on 20 October 1978 in the presence of a Sudanese 
delegation. Thies agreement calle for the formation of joint committees to co- 
ordinate the action of the two organizations in five epheres, namely: Information, 
political, military, economic and social apheres. 


The Eritrean people blessed this etep. The agreement aleo stipulates recognition 
of the PPLE and the ELF ae the two representatives of the Eritrean revolution at 
home and abroad. 


Joint Action Document 


Despite the difficulties facing implementation of the agreement, this agreement 
was developed, after strenuous efforts, with a joint action document in 1979. A 
joint higher political command vas formed. The document was a natural result of 
the strategic Eritrean withdrawal from the cities as a consequence of the unlimited 
Soviet support for the Ethiopians. The document came to embody a united Eritrean 
position intended to offer the revolution joint protection in the face of the 
dangers emanating from the Ethiopian aggression and from the Soviet involvement 
represented in aiding this agression. 


The agreement also provides for defining a strategic base for the Eritrean revolu- 
tion and for forming a joint military command to manage and unite the military 
action. 


The coastal area was defined as the Eritrean revolution's strategic base--a base 
to be defended jointly. However, the ELF sent only one third the forces that 
were supposed to be sent to the coastal area. Those forces stayed on the front 
for 2 monthe and then the ELF withdrew them, justifying its action by saying that 
the ELF had positions that needed to be defended. 


Consequently, the Ethiopians occupied the positions on the northeastern coast 
where the ELF forces used to be stationed. These positions vere again liberated 
from the Ethiopians and handed over to the front [not further specified) forces 
in order to realize and implement the October agreements. 


The PPLE representative aleo said: Our front agreed to grant the ELF transmission 
hours from ite radio facilities but the ELF withdrew ite representatives from the 
information committee. The ELF also withdrew its forces without notifying the 
PPLE, thus creating a gap which the Ethiopian enemy has tried repeatedly to exploit. 














The ELF hae aleo liquidated a number of our elemente in (Wankalya) because of what 
wae described as personal acta. 


Tigre Front 


{Question} But the ELF saye that elements of the Ethiopian Tigre Front confronted 
ite forces which were compelled to retaliate and that the PFLE supported the 

Tigre Liberation Front, thus forcing the ELF to confront the PYLE elements. What 
ie the PFLE's comment on these statemente? 


[Anewer] We meet with the Tigre Liberation Front and give it aid, We deal not 
only with thie front but with (Aromo) and the Western Somalia [Liberation Front). 
These movements fight against the Ethiopians and it is natural for ue to meet 
with them and support them. 


During ite military confrontation with the Tigre Liberation Front, the ELF liquida- 
ted this front militarily and then expanded ite confrontation to include our 

forces behind the Ethiopian enemy lines. This tendency by the ELF coincided with 
another tendency, namely to establieh contacte and coordinate with Osman Saleh 
Sabbe. 


No Presence for Third Force 


‘Umar Bashir, the PPLE representative, concluded by saying: Now that the clashes 
between us and the ELF forces have stopped since the beginning of the current 
month of October, we ask the brothers in the FLF to abide by the October unifica- 
tion agreement which stipulates that there is no third force on the Eritrean 
arena. 


We also ask them to implement and apply the other provisions of the agreement which 
are capable of securing greater efforts for confronting the Ethiopian enemy and 
for reducing the time needed to achieve the final victory and full independence 


for our Eritrean soil.

[Text] The third Guinea-Bissau-Cuba intergovernmental meeting held in our capital 
from 15 October until 21 October 1980, ended with the signing of a protocol of 
cooperation in various areas and a trade memorandum. In the 1980-1981 period, 
cooperation between the two countries will be consolidated and new fields of 
cooperation will be opened, in accordance with the wish expressed by the two 
parties in the final document signed by the delegation heads. 


In addition, as the vice chairman of the State Committee for Cooperation, Raul 

Donas Santana, said, "the agreements reiterate the cooperation between Guinea-Bissau 
and Cuba, which has been made more dynamic and given considerable stimu us by the 
most recent meeting.” The health, education and fishing sectors will benefit most. 


“Both parties express their satisfaction with the results spelled out in the 
resolutions of the last meeting,” stated the protocol. In the health field, the 
Cuban government promised to send 38 cadres (doctors and experts) in various fields. 
In turn, Guinea-Bissau expressed interest in keeping the present integrated brigade 
of 41 technicians, as well as exchanging nurses who specialized in orthopedics, 
surgery and obstetrics. 


In this sector, it was agreed that the delegations would trade information and 
study the evolution of cooperation. The two parties also discussed exchanging 
technical documentation on health matters in general, hospital organization and 
administration and teaching materials for training nurses. 


In the education sector, the Cuban ministry will send 15 experts to work in primary 
education, statisitcs and planning, secondary and adult education, among other 
areas. 


In fishing matters, 12 Cuban specialists will provide technical assistance on 
refrigeration maintenance, naval electronics and power and naval operations. 
Departments in this sector will exchange delegations. Thus, in the first quarter 
of 1981, a Cuban delegation will visit Guinea-Bissau and, in the second quarter, 
a Guinean fishing delegation will go to the Socialist Republic of Cuba. 
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Cooperation in Other Sectors 


In addition to the above-mentioned, Guinean-Cuban cooperation will extend to other 
areas. The third meeting was important because new areas of mutual aid will be 
opened and also because the previous stage was successfully concluded. This will 
provide a positive start to the new phase. Athletics, physical education, housing, 
agriculture, the sugar industry and communications are sone areas where the two 
countries plan to use the available means to strengthen cooperation through 
specific measures. 


In agricultural matters, the tobacco experiment by Cuban experts merited special 
attention again and the Cuban Government agreed to train four Guinean comrades in 
tobacco firms for 6 months. Cooperation in this area will extend to poultry 
raising, forestry development and the sugar industry. 


In cultural and media matters, Guinea-Bissau asked that teachers for the school 

of music, 4 film editor and specialists in radio broadcasting be sent and that 
Guinean cadres serve apprenticeships in graphics, advertising und journalism. Thus, 
our country could receive items for radio broadcasts. After specific information 
is provided, these requests will be considered by the Cuban Government. 


In addition, the Cuban party promised to consider providing the Bissau State 
Committee with technical assistance on municipal adminstration, architecture and 
urbanism, topography and training Guinean personne). 


Renewal of the Agreement in Two Years 


The third intergovernmental meeting is a followup to the scientific-technical 
accord between Bissau and Havana signed on 2] September 1976 in Cuba. The two 
delegations decided to renew the accord and review it in 2 years. 


According to the protocol, the fourth intergovernmental meeting will take place 
in Havana in September 1981. The date of the meeting will be announced by the two 
parties 45 days beforehand. 


The trade memorandum signed between Guinea-Bissau and Cuba by Francisco Coutinho, 
director general of the People's Warehouses, and by Ataulfo Pichardo Galdos, legal 
and economic counselor of the Cuban Embassy in Bissau, in essence sums up all the 
salient points in the protocol of cooperation, spelling out minor details and 
marking the trade opening between the two countries.

STUDENT REGISTRATION CONFINED TO PARTY YOUTH MILITANTS 
Bissau NO PINTCHA in Portuguese 7 Oct 80 p 2 


[Text] “I have decided and informed the board of the Kwame N'Krumah National High 
School that admissions to the 10th and lith grades have been suspended.... This 
year enrollment in those two classes will be limited to applicants with proof of 
their participation in JAAC or with a document from their government office stating 
they agree to work there and take courses in the country and abroad." The state 
commissioner of national education, Comrade Filinto Vaz Martins, announced this 
decision at the end of the primary school teachers’ graduation in Bissau last 
Saturday. 


This measure, approved by the commissioner of education, should now solve a number 
of problems created by the excessive numbers of high school students, especially 
at the complementary course level where there are not enough teachers to hold 
classes normally. By this measure, Filinto Vaz Martins stressed the need for 
rigorous planning to train the country's cadres. 





"Obviously, education is for all, but first for those who want to work earnestly 
for this land, to continue our party's political line. The nation of Guinea- 
Bissau,” he emphasized, “has the duty, consequently, to orient its action in this 
direction. Then the PAIGC's revolutionary political line will allow everyone to 
have a place and a chance in life. We cannot allow any opportunistic spirit which 
is contrary to our party's objectives into our structures." 


The commissioner of education said many young people neglected political activities, 
specifically attacking those who “only because they already enjoy a much easier 
social situation, advance but do not commit themselves totally to the party 
structures or the true needs of the country." He felt those young people used the 
Commission of Education as a springboard for their future life. 


Lack of Cadres With Will and Dynamisn 


The state commissioner of education expressed deep concern about the lack of 
cadres even to fill positions in the commissions: “Cadres with the will and 
dynamism to succeed in their work and advance the process of development, cadres 
in education to train the ever-growing number of young people who seek a place 
in school.” 
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The need for cadres in education is felt even more when we learn from CEEN Planning 
and Statistics that, for the 1982-1983 school year, the education department will 
need at least 1,200 secondary school teachers, for the 5th through the llth grades. 


How can that problem be solved if many young people concentrate on intermediate and 
specialized courses in preparation for the advanced ones? 


Comrade Filinto Martins spoke of the alternatives and prospects for training in 
the country=-law schools, physical education and athletic training facilities, the 
Technical Institute for Vocational Training which this year will offer courses on 
civil construction, general mechanics, electronics, bookkeeping and secretarial 
studies, with carpentry and agricultural studies under consideration, the Chico Te 
Brigade which will train high school teachers, the possible intermediate nursing 
school for students who complete the fifth year, but are not interested in further 
studies, and others. 


The state commissioner of national education, in a meeting with the 10th and llth 
grade students stressed that no one could go on to higher studies unless he attended 
the intermediate schools in the country or worked in some government department 

or firm. Only those organizations could grant scholarships for advanced studies, 
taking into consideration their needs and the young person's abilities. "Only 

in this way can the student be sure, when he completes his studies, he will earn 
his living and not be unemployed," he stressed.

BITUMEN IN SHORT SUPPLY~-There is an acute shortage of bitumen in Kenya. The 
shortfall is said to be between 20,000 and 30,000 tone a year. The most affected 
are new road networks and maintenance work where considerable delays have been re- 
ported. An official of the Ministry of Transport and Communications, Mr. W. T. 
Gasioroweki, told the NATION yesterday that only 10 per cent of the programmed 
maintenance work had been completed. “The situation is that bad," he said. 

It was not immediately known how much money has been lost as a result of the de- 
lays. But it is believed the loss will run into several million shillings. Pri- 
vate construction companies are among the worst hit. Most of them described their 
losses as “colossal”. However, to arrest the situation, the Government is reported 
to have authorised the import of 12,000 tons in four shipments, with the last one 
arriving in Kenya between December and early January 1981. Because of lack of storage 
facilities the stocks being imported to be in drums, making them 30 per cent 
more expensive than if imported in bulk. But Mr. Gasiorowski confirmed that, as 
soon as sufficient storage was available, the Government would consider importing 
bitumen in bulk. It is thought the only long-term solution lies in either the ex- 
pansion of the oil refinery plant in Mombasa or setting aside substantial funds for 
importation. The Mombasa plant produces 25,000 tons a year. But with frequent 
breakdowns, the actual figure is guch lower. Other reports said the Government to- 
gether with the oil companies operating in Kenya, were already working on a pro- 
gramme to reprocess bitumen to create more oil. But there were fears the output of 
bitumen would fall much more sharply and could force the Government to more than 
double the imports. Moreover, Uganda, whose crude imports are also processed at 
the refinery, has reportedly not claimed its quota of the bitumen for the last nine 
years.

TECHNICAL, POLITICAL LEADERSHIP ARE COMPLEMENTARY

{Text} What is the use of party cells, production councile of the production units 
and other basic entities of the ODM [Democratic Mass Organizations]? 


One could say that thie is a ridiculous question, but it is a question that in 
practice some officials of factories, enterprises and production units are 
beginning to ask. For these officials the party cells and the basic organs of the 
ODM are resource organs that are “of use" in certain circumstances. They are remen- 
bered when there is a difficulty, when there is need to make some guideline from 

the top reach the workers. For the directors of some factories and production 

units political organs of their sector are only consultative appendices. 


In some cases it is a mistake that is easy to correct. However, in other cases it 
is a conscious action aimed at changing the management of a firm into a purely 
administrative and technical action. Thus an attempt is being made to “institution- 
alize" the production councils, the other mass organizations and the party cells. 

A challenge difficult to meet at short range and impossible at medium range. This 
is so because the nature of grass-roots political organizations is very different, 
it is: to conduct political work, promote mobilization and education of workers, 
without which the enterprise or factory will not be able to function properly. 

The task of technical management and political management are not antagonistic, 
they complement each other. Even if the machinery and technical possibilities of 

a factory are improved, this will mean little (even in terms of output and 
efficiency) if the workers are not mobilized to understand the importance of 

their participation in the work. And when there is talk of “participation in the 
work” this does not mean only greater improvement in the execution of productive 
tasks. The objective of political work is precisely to free the workers from being 
robots and make them participate in the struggle for control over their working 

and living conditions. 


The temptation of technocrats has still not died completely. Their capacity to 
resist is only in inverse proportion to one factor: strengthening grass-roots 
political work in the places of work and residence.

SLOW PROGRESS, INDIFFERENCE OF PRODUCTION COUNCILS CITED 
Maputo TEMPO in Portuguese 26 Oct 80 pp 22-27 
[Article by Luis David: “Production Councils, Abandon Snail's Pace") 


{Excerpts} For 3 days of intense work, about 300 workers who came from the most 
diverse points of the country discussed reports from 10 provinces and from 10 
branches of activities. At the same time, marking the fourth anniversary of their 
creation, the production councils made a review of the work conducted thus far, 

The councils indicated that although the organization has grown and has spread to 
all provinces and has been organized according to branches of activities, it did 

not succeed in achieving the deep transformations seen on the political and economic 
fields since 1977. 


It was up to the Political and Organizational Offensive to show that the production 
councils did not keep pace with this transformation. "We have strayed from the 
fundamental purpose. Our organization spread to the entire country and covered 

all the most important sectors of economic and social activity, but it was not 
capable of introducing new working and management methods." 


The final communique said that “the reports that we heard during this meeting 
confirm this conclusion." 


In addition to more or less common aspects, such as the lack of raw materials and 
replacement parts and the participation of workers in political and cultural activ- 
ities to celebrate commemrative dates, the reports of some of the sectors also 
showed how the workers have succeeded in overcoming some of the difficulties by 
recovering old materials, manufacturing parts, and by participating in training 
courses. That is, they have demonstrated how the offensive was taken on by 
ousting the enemy from the top and by abandoning work at a snail's pace. 


However, in other sectors “lack of movement and apathy persist. Working methods 
from a past phase of our revolution still remain.” 


Therefore, there is unequal growth and “when this happens, the march is difficult,” 
as Minister Mario Machungo said. It becomes necessary for the production councils 
to introduce, in extension and depth, conditions for achieving an equal growth 
level that would allow the creation of labor union centers, a new type structure, 

a socialist structure, 














However, what can be seen even today is that in some sectors the production 
councils do not come from the grass roots, This makes it possible to understand 
the lack of data which characterized some of the reports, and the difficulties 
some of the delegates had in replying to che questions raised by other 
participants. Symptomatic of this situation is also the fact that some of the 
reports limited themselves to pointing out the situation existing in the province 
or in the branch of activity without providing any initiative that had been 
developed to overcome the situation or presenting any proposals for the solution. 


The qualitative jump to be given toward the formation of labor unions also needs 
the correct understanding of the role of the party in relation to the production 
councils in the present conditions of our country. The production councils, as was 
clearly explained, are an arm of the party, the leading force of the state and 
society and the min instrument of the dictatorship of the proletariat. Therefore, 
the party is the guiding force and points out the tactics and the weapons to be 
used at any moment in the struggle for building a socialist society. 


This aspect is also directly related to the type of relations that must exist 
between the production councils and the management of enterprises. In many 
factories “the power that we have established is ours, it is a socialist power. 
It is not our understanding that our relations should be those of collaborat!~ 
of cooperation with the director, the representative of our people's state. The 
power that is attributed to the director is balanced by the support he receives 
from the workers, by the popularity of his decisions. 


That this type of collaboration does not exist in many cases is also evident, and 
can be reflected in the operation of the enterprise as well as in the type of 
relations that must exist between the production councils and the workers. 


On the other hand, there is also another type of action that makes the work 

of the production councils difficult in some sectors. These are cases of persons 
at the level of state apparatus who do not understand or value the work of the 
production councils. On the contrary, they try to hamper their activity or to 
remain outside their operations. Here too it is necessary for the production 
councils to take on their role as an arm of the party in the execution of actions 
which tmplement the aspirations of the working and peasant classes. 


In this framework, to bring the Political and Organizational Offensive to the 
production councils means to put into practice new working methods, fight 
ignorance and lack of movement, unleash a battle at the level of minds and raise 
political and professional awareness of every worker. 


For this it is also necessary to remember the past. To be aware that, in many 
cases, the absence of a labor union tradition in our country--since few 
Mozambican workers at any time had access to colonial labor unions--is reflected 
at the present time. To this situation should be added another factor whose 
understanding helps to perceive the enormity of the work to be carried out: It is 
that the great majority of the Mozambican workers are of peasant origin who still 
carry with them feudal ideas which it is necessary to fight and destroy. In many 
cases the fight is internal and personal, without which it will be impossible 

to raise political awareness and achieve the victory of new ideas and the 

victory over underdevelopment. 
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Production Councils’ Tasks 


The final communique of the meeting which outlined the context in which the 
production councils were created, reviews the work carried out and indentifies 
errors and successes, exhorts the workers to "prepare outselves to fulfill the 
tasks that the party outlines for us to achieve victory against underdevelopment. 
Let us create the conditions for the establishment of socialist labor unions in 
our country.” 


Also, the communique states: “To achieve this we must: 


~~"Create production councils where they do not exist and root them and consolidate 
them where they already exist; 


~~"Change the production councils into a true Democratic Mass Organization, so that 
all patriotic workers participate in our activities; 


~~"institutionalize work collectives at all levels of our enterprises, thus 
insuring the workers’ participation in the management of the economy; 


--"Apply on all levels the principle of economy, fighting waste and producing 
more with less materials; 


--"Increase the level of technical and scientific knowledg: of workers by making 
them participate in literacy courses and professional training courses; 


~~"Purge our organization of the load of impurity that it still has by modifying 
our work style and assuming the offensive." 


The 10 Branches of Activity 


At the closing session of the National Meeting of Production Council which, as at 
the opening and one of the working sessions, was presided over by the member of the 
Permanent Political Committee of the Central Committee of the FRELIMO Party and 

the minister of planning and minister of agriculture, Mario da Graca Machungo, 
various documents were approved by acclamation, among them one concerning the 
integration of branches of activity. 


According to this document, 10 integrated branches of activity will now exist 
instead of the previous 22, covering the following sectors: 


l. Metallurgy, Metalmechanics and Energy--Sectors of steel, electromechanics, 
metalmechanics, precision industry and electric energy. 


2. Chemicals, Rubber, Paper and Lumber—Sectors of chemical industry, fuels 
(gasoline and gas), rubber and plastics, manufacturing of paper and graphics and 
lumber cutting and manufacture of furniture. 


3. Cement, Civil Construction, Glass and Extractive Industry--Sectors of cement 
and ceramics, civil construction, glass and extractive industry. 
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4. Textiles, Clothing, Leather and Shoes--Sectors of weaving, clothing, tanning 
and manufacture of shoes. 


5. Public Operations--Sectors of health, education, ministries and services. 


6. Commerce, Banking, Insurance and Various--Sectors of banks, associations, 
cooperatives, places of entertainment and contract workers. 


7. Hotel and Tourist Industry--Sectors of hotels, boarding houses, beer halls, 
bars, cafes, domestic workers and tourism. 


8. Food, Beverages, Vegetable Oils and Soaps--Sectors of milling, breadmaking, 
food factories, beverages, vegetable oils and soaps. 


9. Cashew nuts, Sugar, Agriculture and Livestock. Aviculture and Fishing--Sectors 
of shelling and preparation of cashew nuts, planting and manufacture of sugar, 
agriculture, livestock, aviculture and fishing. 


10. Transportation, Garages and Communications--Sectors of highways, railroads, 
maritime and air transportation, travel agencies, tariffs, garages and communica~ 
tions.

SISAL PRODUCTION DECLINING WHILE PRICES RISE 
Maputo NOTICIAS in Portuguese 12 Nov 80 p 3 


[Excerpts] The production of sisal, one of the national assets destined for 
export, is showing a sharp decline in the province of Zambezia, and is character- 
ized by the low quality of the product currently being sold. As a result of this 
situation, which has continued for several months, a sizable volume of bundles of 
sisal fiber and twine have been rejected by some purchasers. 


Despite the studies made some time ago with a view to the possible expansion and 
diversification of sisal-growing activity in Mozambique, for the double purpose of 
improving the profitability of the enterprises and being able to carry out the 
industrial processing of all of the sisal produced in our country, which would be 
reflected in a substantial increase in the volume of foreign exchange brought into 
the country, a lack of sufficient organization in this important sector for these 
goals to be made a reality continues to be seen. 


The most serious problems arise at the plantations where there is almost no 
supervision of the tasks. Often a manpower shortage has occurred during peak 
periods. This situation is general throughout all the sisal production wits in 
the province of Zambezia, which have fallen far below fulfillment of their goals 
for quality products for export this year. 


The Most Flagrant Case 


Mocuba Sisal, a production unit which at one time was one of the largest national 
producers of sisal fiber, actually mirrors the picture in the deteriorating sisal 
enterprises in Zambezia. Both in the farm sector, with a plantation of about 
3,000 hectares in sisal, and in the industrial sector, where there are two shred- 
ding installations, one of which has broken down, the production indices are very 
low and far from meeting national and foreign orders. 


According to Dinis Nandupale, a section chief at Mocuba Sisal, these difficulties 
are developing at a time when the price of sisal fiber is profitable for the 
producer. Despite the constant ups and downs characteristic of the international 
market, our sisal has been earning a minimum of $720 CIF during some months of 
this year, which is double the price obtained last year.

[Text] The Muslim community of Nigeria, with its nearly 40 million adherents, is 
the biggest Islamic group south of the Sahara (1). This community, however, has to 
coexist with several other confessional communities: in 1963, in this very popu- 
lous country (80 million inhabitants) (2), the Muslims represented 47.2 percent of 
the populace, the Christians 34,5 percent, and the practitioners of traditional 
worship 18.4 percent (3). If Islam and Christianity are growing to the detriment 
of the ancestral religions--still practiced by 34 percent of the populace in 1953 
~-the former is on the point of reaching the status of a majority in the country, 
due to the strength of its roots in the north, the growth of the Islamized popu- 
lation, and its present expansion toward the south. A large number of the leaders 
of the country, including President Alhasi Shesu Shagar himself, are of the Islamic 
faith. 


The different religious groups are not implanted uniformly. "p until recent times, 
the Islamic religion was especially widespread in the north the country, and 
the southern regions escaped its influence. Even today, it 1. preeminent north of 
the Benove, extends to the west of the Niger delta, but is not yet solidly rooted 
east of it. On the other hand, Christianity, nonexistent in a large part of the 
former region, is preeminent in the southeast and holds a strong position in the 
southwest. The recent regrouping of the Nigerian federation into 19 states has 
somewhat modified the assumptions of the problem by breaking up the old regional 
entities. However, increasing citizen mobility favors the diffusion of relig'ous 
beliefs and practices, 


Islam was introduced north of present-day Nigeria at the instance of shephards, 
merchants, missionaries, and immigrants Islamized elsewhere. But its expansion 

was above all effectuated by means of the dom’nant warrior aristocracies o: the 
well-organized states built up at the outlets of the Saharan [trade-) routes, As 
early as the Eleventh Century, Islam became the official religion of the Kanem- 
Bornu empire seated on the banks of Lake Chad. Starting in the Fifteenth Century, 
it inspired the rulers of the Gao empire, at the top of the bend of the Niger river. 
The influence of these two states helped to propagate Islam in the Hausa kingdoms 
situated between Niger and Chad. Freed from the hegemony of their neighbors to the 
west and the east, because of Gao's conquest by Morocco and the Turkish move into 
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Tripolitania and Fezzan, these kingdoms were enriched by Crade with the Medicer- 
ranean world, then later with the European settlements in the Gulf of Guinea. They 
were opened to Islamized immigrants coming from the West and to che influence of 
Maghreb merchants. The lslamic religion assumed the status of a state religion in 
their royal courts, though local princes may have continued to sacrifice to other 
cults, and though the great mass of their subjects remained faithful to their 
traditional beliefs, fundamentally polytheistic, 


This situation, the pressure of the Saharan shepherds and the divisions between 
these kingdoms, led to the success of a “holy war" /(jihad)/ preached in the early 
Nineteenth Century by a cultured Muslum: Usman dan Fodyo. The latter was a member 
of an ethnic group of immigrant livestock-raisers (peule [trans!*stion unknown) 
formation) who came with their flocks from Senegal. Assimilated into the Hausa 
ruling class a8 a tutor to the princes of Gobir, one of the principal Hausa king- 
doms, he nevertheless benefited from the support of the members of his ethnic group 
when his reformist demands ran into rejection by local sovereigns. With their help, 
he overthrew the Hausa dynasties and founded a huge empire, the Sultanate of Sokoto 
(4), which extended from the Niger to the Adamaoua, and from south of the Adar to 
llorin. This new state, which termed itself Islamic, propagated the Koranic reli- 
gion in its territory, not without running into many instances of local resistance, 
At the end of the Nineteenth Century, it welcomed the survivors of two great empires 
--the Mahdist empire on the banks of the Nile, and the Tijani empire on the Niger, 
which had long held their own against the European conquerors before falling before 
their blows, to the east and west. So it became a kind of ultimate Muslim bastion 
opposing the “infidel” conquerors. However, its cohesion and power had considerably 
declined, and it foundered in 1903 before British troops. 


As for the Bornu empire, after having rebuffed the attacks of Sokoto in 1808 and 
1812, it was also broken under the assault of Arab immigrants pushed out of Fezzan 
by the Turks, then by a conqueror coming from the east: Rabah, who had been de- 
feated by French .roops at Kousseri, in 1900. The English next endorsed the resto- 
ration of the Kanemi dynasty, which the latter had successfully undertaken. 


vecolonization and Regional Conflicts 


As soon as it had established its control over Sokoto and Bornu, Great Britain 
began working to utilize the political and administrative structures of the local 
states to ensure its authority more easily over a vast and populous region that was 
poor in resoruces (5). 


Following World War Il, when the new coastal elites began to take up the banner of 
pan-Africanism, nationalism, and democratic debate, and were demanding ever more 
strongly the departure of the colonialists, the latter tried to keep alive, for 
their own benefit, the cleavage between the parts of the country thus constituted. 
On the one hand, the colonial power refused to dissociate the north or to introduce 
there any modern institutions; on the other hand, it worked to keep apart the 
various elements of this region sducated along western lines from their southern 
counterparts, above all through the use of a Hausa-language press organ in the north: 
GASKIYA (6). This old instrument of war propaganda gradually dissociated from the 
administration was the crucible of a regional elite devoted to the unity of the 
north, the Islamic religion, defense of the Hausa language, and a Muslim political 
authority legitimzed by the /jihad/., Similarly, British researchers from the Zarya 
school revitalized the theme of the “holy war" and the memory of the defunct empire. 
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Ac the same pace as the decolonization movement in Nigeria unfolded, a sort of 
connivance was established between the colonial power, the emirs and intellectuals 
of the north who ruled a rural mass kept in subjection to the values of “tradition,” 
at least of that tradition born of the “holy war." For most of the inhabitants of 
the northern region, independence could only mean domination by the southern elites, 
Christianized or “pagan,” hostile to the traditional environment and representing 
in their eyes the march of barbarism. The only conceivable “civilization” being 
Islamic, seen in the nostalgic light of the /jihad/. So a northern “moral rearma- 
ment” took place, which expressed itself in the creation of a regional party: the 
Northern People Congress (NPC). Founded by members of the aristocracy and the 

“men of the /Gaskiya,"/ this “northernist" party was dominated from its creation, 
1949, by the personality of the sardauna [translation unknown) Malam Adamu, a 
descendent of the founder of the Sokoto empire. The adversaries of this “strongman” 
claimed he intended to pursue the aim of his ancestors by carrying the banners of 
the /jihad/ all the way to the ocean. In fact, elected prime minister of the 
northern region (by the terms of the Lyttleton Constitution of 1954, the “regions” 
of the Nigerian Federation enjoyed great autonomy), the leader of the NPC followed 

a dual strategy of strengthening the independence of the north and of winning power 
at the federal level, 


Quite fascinated by the Pakistani secession, he did not al together put aside the 
idea of building an Islamic state corresponding to the old “protectorate of the 
north." Also, he worked at basing the authority and legitimacy of his government 
on Islam, increasing the number of Islamic institutions, supporting the application 
of Muslim law /(sharia)/, strengthening the worship of the founder of the /jihad/, 
even going so far as to try to create a new Sufi brotherhood: the Usmaniya. On 
the other hand, he wanted to increase the influence of the NPC at the federal 
level, where an alliance with the NCNC [National Council of Nigerian Citizens], the 
eastern party, made it possible for one of his lieutenants, Sir Abubakar Tafewa 
Balewa, to become prime minister of the Lagos government. Rejecting any thought of 
partitioning the region over which it reigned, the NPC did however move in w ch its 
ally the NCNC to dismember the western region, where its principal adversary, the 
Action Group (AW) of Obafemi Awolowo, was especially strong. Under these condi- 
tions, the regional conflicts at that time were to take on the character of reli- 
gious conflicts. And the hegemonism of the northern party appeared to its adver- 
saries as a new avatar of the “holy war." Nevertheless, this "politicization" of 
Islam involved only part of Nigeria's Muslims. 


In the very heart of the northern region, the policy of the NPC ran headlong into 
the autonomist demands of the emirate of Kano (7), whose origins went back to the 
last century, (starting in 1983, the emirs of Kano were freed from the tutelage of 
Sokoto, of which the government at Kaduna, capital of the north, was heir) but 
which was reinforced by the forceful interventions of the regional government. 
This demand was the doing of both a local political party of "progressive" leaning: 
the Northern Elements Progressive Union (NEPU) and of an Islamic reformist current 
affiliated with the branch of Tijaniya founded in Senegal by Sheikh Ibrahim Nyass. 
These two distinct bodies joined in a common denunciation of the corruption of 
dynasties in power and, by reference to Nineteenth Century interpretation of “holy 
war,” saw itself as a revolutionar’ movement aimed more at a change of regime than 
at the religious conversion of its adversaries. This conception was to be further 
developed after the eviction of the emir of Kano, Mohammadu Sanussi, by the prime 
minister of the north in 1963 (8). 
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In the coastal sone, however, the western region was experiencing very rapid 
expansion of the Islamic religion (9). This had been brought there by Hausa 
merchants coming from the north who settled down in the principal towns. Also, 
Muslims from other continents, especially Indo-Pakistanis coming from the British 
Empire, had introduced a cype of Islam completely different from that found in 
the north. Among these proselytes were missionaries and adepts of the Ahmadiya 
sect of Pakistani origin (10). They established schools providing western-type 
education and thereby produced a new elite, very different from the Sudanese 
aristocracy. Because of this, the Islam that one finds in this region, peopled 
mostly by the Yoruba, is hostile to any effort by the latter to perpetuate its 
privileges by means of religion. The spreading of Islam in the western region was 
so extensive that the Hausa merchants of northern origin, fearing to lose their 
trade monopolies and being unable to assert their ethnic distinction, for fear of 
being sent back to the north, converted in great masses to the Tijaniya brother- 
hood (11), during the Fifties, so as to avoid being submerged by che local Muslim 
community, 


The regional conflicts of the first republic led Nigeria to the edge of the abyss. 
The military coups of 15 January and 28 July 1966 changed things. The principal 
leaders of the NPC having been eliminated, the old regions were dismembered, the 
regional political parties banned; for 13 years an authoritarian regime undertook 
to modify profoundly the situation of the country. Their policy was assisted by 
the development of oil production and the experience of the long civil war that, 
from the pogroms of 1966 to the surrender of Biafra, in 1970, profoundly affected 
the Nigerian people. But the commentators at the time who talked of a "religious 
war” did not see that their frame of reference was obsolete: a large part of the 
federal troops, as well as Col. Gowon, the chief of state, were of the Christian 
religion. The disappearance of the NPC leaders and a new economic, political, and 
national dynamic had altered the assumptions. The task of national reconstruction 
to which all Nigerians were urged to contribute required tolerance and secularism, 


In 1978, the military government, headed by a new team of “incorruptible” captains 
(Murtala Mohammed, Obasanjo), committed itself to a path of return to democracy: 
the constituent assembly which met at its behest elaborated a new federal regime. 
During this time, however, the demand by certain Muslims for a special supreme 
tribunal for Muslims (the court of appeal of the /sharia/), extending throughout 
the whole of the federation measures hitherto reserved to the north, unleashed 
passions. Some saw in it the omens of a new period of chaos. But the majority of 
the assembly and the military government ignored the boycott of deliberations 
staged by its supporters, and tempers cooled. The new political parties allowed 
to run candidates in the 1979 election had to establish themselves on a federal 
basis, without reference to any kind of ethnic affiliation, or regional or con- 
fessional .embership. They all recruited members from different faiths: thus one 
factor for politicization of religious beliefs disappeared. 


On 1 October 1979 the military governmert, in a totally voluntary action, turned 
over the leadership of the federation to new elected leaders, The constitution 

of the second Nigerian republic, which is inspired in large part by the constitution 
of the United States. establishes separate federal and local authorities, the 

later correspondin, to 19 “states” headed by an executive and separate legislative 
bodies (13). Recruitment in most organs of the government of the country must 
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respect state-by-state quotas. Because of this, Muslims and members of other 
religions are constantly required to work together, The first conflicts within 
the new regime were basically about economic and political questions, without 
religious implications, However, as the corruption and criminality resulting from 
uncontrolled development linked to the ofl boom mounted, so today there is rising 
a wave of religiosity which is affecting Muslim circles as well as Christian. The 
beginnings of division between “progressive” and the "moderate" blocs can be 
discerned, This cleavage affects all the confessional communities, A general 
determination to build a united and coherent nation seems to be stronger than any 
factors for intolerance and discrimination, on whatever basis they may rest. 


In reality, the Nigerian Islamic community, which has committed itself totally to 
this effort, is divided. And it is so despite the establishment of joint official 
Islamic institutions: the Superior Council of Islamic Affairs (headed by the Sultan 
of Sokoto), the Office of Pilgrimages, the Islamic judicial organization, the 
Association of Muslim Students of Nigeria, the Association of University Teachers 
and Administrative Personnel, etc. These divisions are linked to the stratifica- 
tion of modern Nigerian society into opposing or different interest groups (the 
peasantry, the leadership, the merchant class, che wage-earners, business circles, 
intelligentsia, the new technobureaucratic class, the urban proletariat, etc.), to 
a cleavage between the common people and the cultivated, to divisions between 
[illegible] brotherhoods, even though they no longer wear the same political aspect 
they did 15 years ago, to a sectarian split (the position of the Ahmadiya, con- 
sidered heretical by the Sunnites), etc. 


One of the most striki.g changes to the community is the appearance of a new 
generation of Islamic cadres coming from the new intelligentsia and who at all 
levels of decision-making are taking the place of the sultans, emirs, and tradi- 
tionally clerical cadres...This transfer, which confirms the alteration made since 
1966, overthrows the bases of Islamic power and opens up new prospects for Islam 
(14). The present political system gives a considerable electoral power to the 
Muslims, since each party must have a federal constituency, and because the system 
of equalization between states is extended to most federal institutions. Now the 
Muslims constitute more than half the electorate in 12 states, whereas the Chris- 
tians are a majority in only 5, all in the eastern part of the country. At the 
individual state level, the situation varies according to whether the population is 
predominantly Musiim or Christian (traditional religions are more and more in the 
minority). It happens that some state assemblies take discriminatory measures 
(forbidding alcohol, games of chance, private schools, etc.) which the minority 
immediately denounces as manifestations of religious intolerance. But such mea- 
sures are quite rare, where the unanimous support of the members of the faith the 
one benefit from these laws is not forthcoming. Sometimes, also, the Muslims of 
one state favor one of the political parties or are wooed by one of them, and the 
manipulation of religious symbols is one of the familiar strategies of the politi- 
cians. 


Some religious cleavages could also be at the origin of the demands for dismembering 
the existing states. Some non-Muslims sometimes express their anxiety about the 
privileges enjoyed by the followers of Islam in certain domains, the most strik’ug 
being the place which the pilgrimage to Mecca holds in the life of the country, one 
month out of each year. There were 24,000 pilgrims in 1970, 51,000 in 1974, 
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101,000 in 1978, Their numbers were reduced to 50,000 in 1979, and some candidates 
at that time promised to increase them, The government of the National Party of 
Nigeria (NPN) brought it up to 60,000 this year, in order to keep its commitments. 
Some Christians are asking that just as much importance be accorded to their own 
pilgrimages (to Lourdes, Jerusalem, etc.). Similarly, non-Muslims deplore the 
perversion of the principle of the secularity of the state by the recognition of 
Islamic law and judicial authorities solely for followers of Islam. But these 
recriminations are generally not made very bitterly, and they are marked by signs 
of tolerance, For their part, the followers of Islam in general take pains to 
avoid going in directions that might jeopardize the cause of national unity. 
Transgressors are frequently called down by their own coreligionists. 


The Test of Modernity 


Under these conditions, Islamic proselytization, carried on by elites new to power 
but still according to traditional dignitaries an important representational role, 
is taking flight anew. As the beneficiary of Arab or Pakistani assistance, it is 
using the most modern means of mass communication (radio, television, the press, 
etc.). It is even exploiting reactions to the unfortunate consequences of an 
anarchic economic regime where corruption, criminality, and materialistic aspira- 
tions are exacerbated. This new initiative is deliberately outside the realm of 
politics. 


The strictest Muslim leaders, such as Mr Aminu Kano, president of the People's 
Redemption Party, which was associated with reformed Tijaniya, reject any mingling 
of politics and religion, and reinterpret the /"holy war"/ of the last century in 
terms of economic struggle. A’so, a work of "purification" of popular beliefs and 
practices, aimed at substituting a "standard Islam", directly inspired from the 
sacred texts, for the vestiges of an Islam weighed down by tradition and history, 
is under way at all levels, It is cultivating the usage of the Arab language, not 
understood by most local Muslims, and the spreading of basic texts; it clears up 
misunderstandings and popularized the basic notions of the Islamic religion. In 
doing this, it may be guilty of certain departures from pure Sunnite doctrine, 
such as the world-vision of the Ahmadiyya. Jurists or theologians coming from the 
new institutes of Islamic studies, and members of a Muslim aristocracy having 
accomplished a spectacular /aggiornamento/ [translation unknown] are making efforts 
to discredit "superstitions," the high-handedness of ignorant priests, the corrup- 
tion in certain religious quarters, whereas official discourses unceasingly attri- 
bute the evils of the day to the loss of a feeling for the divine. 


A certain Islamic populism is thus developing, which aims at creating a national 
unity of believers around a certain number of criteria and spontaneous reactions. 
The nationalist ideal here is more to the point than the idea of the /Oumma/ or 
Islamic nation, But the impact of these currents on the mass of the populace is 
far from being guaranteed in every case. And the gap which continually grows 
larger between the people of the countryside and suburbs, and the "political class", 
could take on the aspect of a return toward an Islamic “tradition” less scrupulous 
about its orthodoxy than about its moral and material security. At present, how- 
ever, the Nigerian followers of Islam seem to be committed to a path which is 
more and more divergent from that of the Islamic Arab republics, as well as from 
the Iran of the ayatollahs. This orientation, after all, which today accords with 
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a tendency widespread in sub-Sahara Africa, could correspond to the affirmation 
of a distiuctively African Islamic initiative,

CROP LNCREASE PROGRAM=-A programme aimed at assisting farmers throughout the coun- 
try to produce large quantities of rice as well as other food crops has been 
worked out by the National Cereals Research Institute.

[Text] Jidda, ASH-SHARQ AL-AWSAT Bureau--Somali Foreign Minister Abdurahman Jama 
Barre has told ASH-SHAR) AL-AWSAT that the forthcoming Arab Summit Conference 
will discuss the document on Arab economic and military strategy which was 
reached during the meetings of the seven-member committee, as well as the report 
which was prepared by this committee. 


The Somali minister expressed his hope that ail the Arab states will attend the 
summit conference, that Arab disagreements will disappear and that Arab solidar- 
ity and unity will be restored. He said that his country is averse to disputes 
or issues that intensify these disagreements. He added: We are now in dire need 
of joint arab action and we hope that the resolutions which will be reached by 
the kings, leaders and presidents of the Arab states will be commensurate with the 
events and the current phase through which the Arab world is passing. 


The Somali minister denied that his country had asked for $40 million in return 
for granting facilities in Somali ter,itorial waters to the United States. He 
said that his country had simply agreed to grant these facilities to the United 
States in return for an American offer of $40 million. He added: It is true 
that this sum is meager and does not meet our requirements, but the United States 
promised to help us and so we agreed to give it the facilities. 


Abdurahman Jama Barre emphasized that his country hes not offered the American 
administration any bases in Somalia. He only mentioned "facilities." He added 
that Somalia does not agree to give bases on its territory to any power but, as 
far as facilities are concerned, we grant these to any country with which we have 
strong relations, particularly our friends. He said: To be frank, our country 
has until recently been the only country in the Horn of Africa which did not 
provide military bases or facilities at a time when some states had bases in 
neighboring countries. However, because we desire to defend our sovereignty and 
dignity against the threats of certain major powers and their allies, we have 
been compelled to grant the United States these facilities in return for military 
aid. Asked if Somalia has received any consignments of this military aid promised 
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by the United States, Barre said that Somalia has not yet received any aid of 
this kind, He added tat the aid, which is in the form of weapons, is for 
self-defense, He said that Somalia has no other sources to supply it with 
weapons. 


Asked about Arab aid to Somalia and whether it is true that this aid is meager, 
Abdurahman Jama Barre said: Very regrettably, the Arab states have done nothing 
so far to bolster the Somali economy. We hope that these states will contribute 
to bolstering Somalia, He appealed to the Arab states and Arab capital to invest 
in Somalia which has agricultural, livestock, fish and mineral resources. He 
said that these resources are sufficient to meet the requirements of the Arab 
community. 


The Somali minister accused Ethiopia, together with its Soviet and Cuban allies, 
of being behind the war in Ogaden. Abdurahman Jama Barre said that his country 
is not a party to the Ogaden war and does not wish to enter this war. He added 
that this war is between Ethiopia and Ogaden. 


The Somali foreign minister explained his country's role in this war as one based 
on supporting and bolstering the Ogaden Liberation Front politically. He added 
that Ogaden (western Somalia) dees not need armies to fight alongside it or any 
country to fight for it; it only needs arms. 


He went on to say that the Ethiopians are trying to push Somalia's name in this 
war as a means of propaganda, in an attempt to portray the war to world public 
opin‘-» as a conflict between the two countries. The Somali minister said that 
the best solution to this tragedy is for Ethiopia to recognize the rights of the 
Ogaden people. He added that the Ethiopians should realize that the time of 
colonialism has ended. He said: It is very regrettable that the Ethiopians do 
not wish to recognize this fact; having failed to confront the Liberation Front, 
they rescrted co attacking Somalia and to making others believe that this is a 
Somalia-Ethiopian war. We believe that when Ethiopia changes its colonialist 
concept and erroneous political views, this war, which can have no positive 
results, will end and we will then be able to restore relations between the two 
countries. 


The Somali foreign minister described the Soviet Union's intervention in the 
regional war as aimed at changing the map of the area and gaining strategic advan- 
tage. He said: While helping the people of Ogaden, we were not aware that the 
Sovie Union would openly intervene in this war. We did not intervene in this 
war directly. We undertook to help the Ogaden Liberation Front as a reaction to 
direct Soviet intervention with all its forces, under the command of the number- 
two man in the Soviet armed forces. He added: Ethiopia is now claiming that it 
[presumably Somalia] is strong by the presence of foreign forces on its territory. 
They imagine that Somalia will devour Ogaden, forgetting their own domination and 
war in Eritrea. 





Abdurahman Jama Barre described his country's relations with Kenya as "good 
despite some differences" which, he believed, will disappear because we, being 
friends, will resolve them despite ovr disagreement on certain matters.

[Text) Zimbabwe's chiefs must now act as a vital link between the Government and 
the people, the president of the Guncil of GQiiefs, GQhief Jeremiah Ghirau, said 
last week, 


The chiefs’ new role was essential because of the introduction of party politics 
into local government. 


With different parties controlling councils throughout Matabeleland and Mashonaland, 
the Government could find itself effectively denied access to the people in som 
areas. 


"The chiefs will have to become the Government's eyes, ears and mouthpiece. They 
must also become its channel of communication with the masses," he said. 


Chief Ghirau urged all the country's chiefs to direct their people towards only 
those goals which created one harmonious and united nation. 


In an interview at his rural home in the Ghirau TTL almost 3 km west of Sinoia, 
Chief Ghirau said his plea was directed to all chiefs in Matabeleland and 
Mashonaland. 


The Ghiefs' Council president said as the traditional "fathers" of the nation, 
“chiefs should not so much be concemed with the politics of the country as with 
the spiritual, social and economic health of its people who are our subjects". 


At the same time he urged the Government to make full we of the institution of 
chiefs to mobilise national unity. 


He appealed to the Government to keep intact and united the Zimbabwe Council of 
Chiefs, and to utilise it for Shona and Ndebele wniity. 


Discussing the role of chiefs in the new Zimbabwe, Chief Chirau said if the plan 
was accepted the Government and the chiefs could hold periodical "indabas" to 
uphold the interests of the Government, the people and the country, and to keep 
open the channel of communication between the masses and the Government in all 





He said: “The role of the inactitution of chiefs should not be underrated. Its 
destruction could pose a very ceal danger to national wmity. 


"Chiefs could be used as an important instrument and a vital arm of the Government 
in the new situation where different parties will be controlling sections of the 
country through their elected councils, 


"Relying on political influence alone could be disastrous, indeed suicidal, if 
the chiefs were not placed under the ara of the central Government." 


In fact, he said, in Zimbabwe's new situation, politics tended two divide the people 
not only politically, but also geographically and regionally, rather than to unite 
them, 


Iwo different political influences were operating in the two major regions 
making up Zimbabwe. 


"There is ZANU (PF) dominating Mashonaland and ZAPU (PF) dominating Matabeleland. 
That alone Jemonstrates the makings of division. ‘The council elections will come 
up with the same structure--ZANU(PF) councils in Mashonaland and ZAPU (PF) councils 
in Matabeleland. 


"It is an unfortunate state of affairs brought about because politics, division 
politics, has been introduced in local government affairs. It can have far 
reaching results, very serious ones indeed." 


If the chiefs fell wider the control of the councils, they would have to team up 
with the party controlling these councils. The party could then effectively deny 
the Government access to the people of that region. 


He said it was important that chiefs maintain their traditional powers. 


If the government gave more powers to councils than to the chiefs, then in some area, 
the Government itself would virtually lose all its powers and control, he said. 


He said: "My fear is that if the chief becomes a servant of the cowmcil, it will 
mean that Matabeleland chiefs become servants of ZAPU (PF) and Mashonaland chiefs 
servants of ZANU (PF). 

He said “indabas" between the Government and the chiefs would be held to assess 


interests, events, successes and failures and to determine new directions for 
better progress and advancement for all.

YUGOSLAVIA PLEDGES SUPPORT--The Yugoslav ambassador to Zimbabwe, Mr Vojislav Vu- 
jovic, says his country will co-operate with Zimbabwe in the fields of reconstruc- 
tion and development. Speaking at a ceremony held to commemorate the national day 
of the Republic of Yugoslavia at the embassy in Highlands, Salisbury, yesterday, 
the Ambassador said it was significant for the people of Yugoslavia to celebrate 
their first national day in an independent Zimbabwe. “After what we have gone 
through together it is really a pleasure to be able to celebrate this day in your 
independent country and I would like to share with you the day--37 years ago--when 
we struggled for racial and social liberation." He paid tribute to the late Presi- 
dent Tito of Yugoslavia and said it vas sad he was not alive to witness the 
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independence of Zimbabwe. The function was attended by members of other diploma- 
tic missions and several Ministers, including the Minister of Manpower Planning 
and Development, Mr Edgar Tekere. Mr Tekere said in hia reply: “The people of 
Yugoslavia are the kind of friends who understand that ours was a revolution. We 
emulated Marshal Tito and we must continue to emulate him if the revolution is to 
continue.” He said Yugoslavia had helped Zimbabwe during the struggle by giving 
arms of war and now it should help in the new course of the revolution.
